The State House of Representatives Wed 
nesday afternoon voted to reverse it previous 
stand in favor of transferring the $118,000 
state school fund to the Norfolk prison colony 
and as a result the two Houses of the General 
Court are now in accord fin the state school 
matter, with both having voted not to tran 

| fer the fund. The next step the state school 
advocates will have to take will be to have the 
bill for the construction of the school passed, 
since the original appropriation expires early 
in June 

lhis is the second time the House has 
reversed itself on this matter. Originally the 

| lower House had voted not to transfer the 
| sum, but on reconsideration it voted to shift 
| the whole sum to the Norfolk colony. Last 
week the Senate voted against the transfer, 
and Wednesday the House concurred, 

Rep. James P. Donnelly at present has a 
bill in the legislature seeking the reappropria 
tion of the amount, with a stipulation that the 
money be spent here for a feeble-minded 
chool. Dr. May, head of the Department of 
Mental Diseases, has been against the erec 
tion of a new school, and instead has favored 


making additions to the present hools 
Governor Ely has already declared himself 
against erecting a school anywhere under 
present condition ince that ar nee

A quartzite is found in West 
Andover almost within a mile of the river 
Bromfield Schist, an interesting formation, 
appears in the little park near the railroad 
tation and also in the partly blasted away 
hill near Rabbits pond 

The youngest of the rocks here is the 
Andover Granite, which forms Andover Hill
